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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered.

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the applicant has 
deleted or inadvertently omitted a portion of the original specification. Applicant should submit 
an amendment to the specification in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. The applicant appears to have filed a new claim, i.e. different from originally filed claim, 
improperly. Claim of May 25, 2004, the examiner will call claim "3", is rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The original specification does 
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not describe claimed subject matter of the thread and yarn (floss) incorporated with camellia 
seed oil, which whitens in between teeth while removing fool particles from under the gum, this 
special floss will also break the plaque to teeth, and the floss attaches to tubes, bottles, or other 
dispensers. The claims have been examined as if the new subject matter were not present. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and 
functional or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be 
clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form 
only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. The claims are written in such a 
manner that it is unclear what is being positively claimed as part of the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Siewert 
(1,614,26). Siewert discloses a dental floss dispensing cap for a tube containing toothpaste as 
shown in figures 1-3. 
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1 1 . Claim 2 is rejected as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wolfson (2002/0122778). Wolfson discloses an herbal enhanced thread for oral hygiene [0013]. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claim 3 is rejected as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Siewert in view of Wolfson. Siewert discloses a dispensing cap that shows the limitations as 
described above; however, Siewert does not show the thread having herbal coating. Wolfson 
teaches a thread as described above. Although the cap and the thread are not positively claimed 
together, it is noted that it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the dispensing cap of Siewert to comprise the thread with 
herbal coating as in Wolfson. One would have been motivated to make such a modification in 
order to have a thread with enhanced flavor and to maintain or improve oral hygiene by causing 
and increasing salivation in view of Wolfson. 

Conclusion 

1 4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Sanchez Cordero (4,428,389), Fraser (1,488,810), and Nussen (2003/0235630) are 
cited to show the state of the art with respect to dental hygiene articles.
